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feree or assignee shall not be covered as an additional assured
without written consent of the company, evidenced by endorse-
ment hereon.

SectioN 3. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 373.

AN ACT to amend paragraph (a) of subsection (3) of section
20.31 of the statutes, relating to the number of county schools
of agriculture and domestic science that may receive state aid.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. Paragraph (a) of subsection (3) of section 20.31
of the statutes, is amended to read: (20.31) (3) (a) The state
superintendent shall keep a list of not more than * * * five
of such schools, whose course of study and the qualifications of
whose teachers have, on application, been approved by him and
the dean of the college of agriculture; and any such school once
entered on such list may remain listed and be entitled to state
aid so long as the scope and character of its work are maintained
in such manner as to meet the approval of the state superintend-
ent. On and after July 1, 1925 no new county schools of agricul-
ture and domestic science shall be placed on the approved list and
granted state aid under the provisions of this subsection.

Section 2. This act shall take effect July 1, 1925.
